A MYSTERIOUS CITY.

1n a short time the mystorions capital of mys 
torious Thibot will be a mystery no longer, Tho 
dospatohos of the othor day tell of the expedition, 
botinists, topographers, surveyors, and 

ther inquiring persons, which in preparing at 
Darjesling, on the borders of the Himalayas, to 
travel through Sikkimand Thibet to Lhessa, on 
a mission from the Empress of Indin to tho 
Grand Lams. Mr. Colman Macanlay, ta leador, 
will.no doubt gaze apon the face of this divine 
boing, and thus be blesseil ns no Huropesn of this 
goneration has been. How seourely the “ Abode 
of Snow,” a3 Thibet has begn called, has beon 
closed againgt.the outer world is ovidont from 
the fact that ‘no Buropean alive has sever 
scan the groat city of Lhassa, and no Fine- 
lishman, except one, has ever sean it, The 
Jesuit, missionaries, with their ardour, their 
indomitable ourage, and their ~ contempt of 
danger, froquently. visited Thibot betwoon 
the beginning of the sovonteanth and the 
middlo of the present contury; the Abbé Hua, 
who resided thers for o short time in 1846, was 
the Inst European whe saw Liessa, and be has 
left -us.an account of the city in his remarkablo 
story of his travels,
